SOLID OPPOSITION 
TO RE-ARMING 
“FOR GERMANY 


Geneva, Switzerland. — Chancellor 
Adolf Hitler, of Germany, confronted 
with staunch opposition to re-arming 
from the United Kingdom, the United 
States and France, was forced into a 
position of deciding whether to ac- 
cept transformation of the reichs- 
wehr without immediate possession 
of war materials. 

In. a swift moving climax of the 
_|day’s disarmament developments, the 
United States joined Great Britain 
‘and: France in a_ united position 
against an increase of German arms. 

It was revealed in French circles 
that the United States representative, 
Norman H. Davis, told Foreign Min- 
ister Paul-Boncour that American op- 
position to re-armament had _ been 
made clear at Washington. 

Indications were that slow but 
steady progress: was being made to- 
ward a solution of disarmament prob- 
lems despite difficulties still existing 
on practical points between France, 
Great Britain and the United States. 

M. Paul-Boncour was immensely 
pleased at the American attitude. 
France has always been opposed to 
any German re-armament proposal.| 
At a three-power parley, Great Bri- 
tain through its foreign sevretary, 
Sir John Simon, took a decisive stand 
in the same: direction. 

Indications continued that adjust- 
ments will be made in a spirit of con- 
ciliation which will satisfy Germany, 
ciliation the British Government is 
known to oppose allocation of mili- 
tary aeroplanes.

London, Eng.—Sir Josiah . Stamp, , 
the economist, claims that American 
production had fallen off despite ef- 
forts o fthe N.R.A., especially in the 
construction field. 

He asserted some industries were 
showing no signs of improvement and 
that creation of public employment 
was a definite failure. He expressed 
the opinion that the N.R.A. was in- 
creasing costs but -not purchasing 
power. He added:

Steps Taken Towards Establishment- 


Of A Republic , 


Dublin, Ireland.—Without a divi- © 


sion and with: very little debate, the 
dail ejreann passed the final stages 
of three bills amending the constitu- 
tion by steps described by opponents 
as preliminaries to the establishment 
of a republic. 

These bills transfer from the gov- 
ernor-; general to the executive council 
the ‘function of recommending mone- 
tary appropriations; seek to abolish 
the right of the governor-gezeral to 
withhold consent to any bills passed 
by the legislature; and abolish the 
right of appeal to the. privy council. 

The measures now go to the sen- 
ate, where there is an anti-govern-. 
ment majority. By decl‘ning to act, 
the senate can hold them up for 18. 
months, after which they would be-- 
come law. 


Moving Charges Pai 


Farmers From Dried Out. Areas. 
Assisted In Trek North’ 

Saskatoon, Sask.—Aiding in the 
trek of dried-out district farmers to 
the north of' the province, the Sas- 
katchewan government has passed an 
order-in-council providing for 100 per- 
cent. assistance in the transportation 
of ‘stock, feed and effects. Freight 
costs in toto are being borne by the 
provincial and federal governments 
and the railway companies. 

Such provision already has taken 
effect in Alberta. Both provinces now 
provide the same measure of assist- 
ance. 

This news was announced Thurs- 
day by Hon. W. C. Buckle, provincial 
minister of agriculture, who address-

Fire Prevention 
In Saskatchewan 


| Hon, James F. Bryant Gives Siene 


Information About Fire Preven- 
- tion In Saskatchewan 


As minister in charge of the Fire 
Prevention Act and the Prairie and 
Forest Fires Act of the Province of 
Saskatchewan, I take the rtuni 


ple of Saskatchewan the necessity of 
greater caution and care on the t 
of the majority of the people of Bas. 
katchewan in ordér to prevent 
of life and property by fire. : 
Reliable sta’ show that over 
a perlad of ten years,:407,000 fires in 
Canada have destroy pppety, val- 
ued at over $402,890,192 or an aver- 
age of over $40,000,000 per year, and 
that during the same period 3,514 


lives were lost in burning buildings or 


over 351 lives per year, and in addi- 
tion 9,067 persons were seriously in- 


jured by fire. These figures do not, 


take into consideration our losses. in 


property and lives caused by forest 
fires. 


In the year 1932, there were re- 
ported in Cariada, 47,853 fires with a 
property loss of $42,193,815.00. That, 


however, was not ‘the total cost of) 


fire. To it. must-be..added the inci- 
dental cost of insurance protection, 
and the cost of maintaining munici- 
pal fire departments and water sup- 
plies for fire extinguishing. Including 
these items, Canada last year in- 
curred an unproductive expenditure 
of over $100;000,000 through fire, or 
roughly $200 for every minute of the 
year. Capitalized at five per cent, this 
represents the gigantic sum of over 
$2,000,000,000 ‘which is only a little 
less than our National Debt, If de- 
voted to programmes of constructive 
effort instead of being wastefully dis- 
sipated, such a sum would go far to- 


“wards the amelioration of many of 


the social and economic ills from 
which we are suffering at the pres- 
ent time. } 

Reliable statistics show that over 
80 per cent. of the fires which occur 
originate either, directly or indirectly 
through inexcusable ignorance and 
neglect, and are therefore preventable 
and that’.the exercise of reasonable 
prudence and care would reduce the 
losses by fire in Canada to the com- 
paratively insignificant losses in other 
countries. : 

While we spend millions yearly to 


|equip and maintain fire*fighting de- 
| partments for the purpose of putting 
| out fires after they start, and our fire 
' departments in personnel and .appar- 
) atus are admittedly superior to those 
| of Europe, only a few, thousands are 


spent to prevent fires from starting. 
It would seem as if we were attack- 


| ing the problem from the wrong end 


to a great extent. The best time to 


| deal with a fire danger is before a 


fire starts, that is, by the adoption 


,| of such preventiye measures as. will 
| make it almost impossible for a fire 


of any consequence to develop. That 
is how the problem has been largely 
solved in Europe and as a result very 
low_insurance rates preva.) in Euro: 
pean countries. 

* It must be borne in mind, that fire 
insurance rates for a country or com- 


munity are based on fire losses pre-| 
viously incurred in that*country or! 


community. The fire losses govern the 
amount the insurance company must 
collect from the public in fire insur- 


losses from fire, the higher the in- 
surance prem.ums paid by the. public. 

It is gratifying to note the success 
which has attended the Fire Preven- 
tion Campaign of the Government in| 
the last four years. In 1929 Saskatch- 
ewan lost by fires, exclusive of for- 
est and prairie fires, the sum of 
$4,859,670. .In 1932, the Saskatchewan | 
fire loss amounted to $1,673,741 or

| We attribute this reduction in the 
' fire loss partly to the wet weather 
but to a great extent to the tighten- 
ing up of the fire-regulations and the 
amendments which we have made, 
| providing for strictest control of fire 
in the north’ country. 

A great many of our fires during 
the early part of the séason are due 
to settlers starting fires for. the pur- 
| pose of clearing up their land. With 
, the burning perm.t-system in force, 

the field otticials of the Government 

have been able-to_control-to-a_consid- 
erable extent the losses occassioned 
| from this cause, Settlers are request- 
ed to make every effort to see that 
in burning their slashings the fires do 
| not escape to adjoining lands, and: the 
assistance. of the field officers of the 
Department of Natural Resources 
may be called upon when required 
for instruction as to the proper hand- 
' ling of fires. 

The radio system operated by the 
Government in Northern Saskatch- 
ewan in connection with its forest 
protection force has proven most sat- 
isfactory in providing communication 
between remote settlements and look- 
out towers. The greater part of.north- 

‘ern Saskatchewan and the forest area 
is under direct observation from look- 
| out towers and the occurrence of fires 
is noted very quickly, same being re- 
ported by radio to the local officer of 
the Department, who may be ass'st- 
|ed by additional fire fighters who are 
transported by ’plane with equipment 
and supplies when required. 

The great hazard in the matter of 
forest fires is the settlers who have 
taken up land adjacent to and in 
many cases right alongside forest re- 
serves and licensed timber berths. 
In an effort to clear the land for cul- 
tivation they too often carelessly re- 
sort to burning of the young growth, 
and the dead and down timbers in 
the season of the year when the tim- 


ber is dry. To guard against this the 
forest fire regulations have been re- 
vised and amended so as to require 
a settler to obtain a permit from the 
Forest Ranger :-or; Fire, Guardians, 
| This regulation will be vigorously en- 
| forced “andall settlers and» others 
| within sound of my voice are urged 
; to comply. with the regulations and 
| warned that failure to do so will be 
followed by prosecution. The Royal 
Canadian Mounted Police have been 
appointed fire guardians in add.tion to 
the regular fire rangers. : ; 

As minister in charge of fire. pre- 
vention, I urge upon the citizens of 
Saskatchewan that at such time as 
may. be found most practicable:

Explanations and Comments 


The First Foreign Missionaries 
Chosen and Consecrated, 13:1-3.—In 
the Christian Church at Antioch 
there were prophets and _ teacheis, 
men of special ability and inspiration. 
Among them was the ehergetic and 
lovable Barnabas. Others were Syme- 
on the Black—doubtless an African, 
and Lucius of Cyrene (the province 
in North Africa lying next to Egypt), 
who was perhaps one of the Cyremian 
evangelists who had founded the 
church at Antioch: (Acts 11:20) ;Man- 
aen, who was a foster-brother of Her- 
od the tetrarch (Herod Antipas, son 
of Herod the Great), and seemingly: 
a person of some special prominence, 
and, finally, Paul. Apparently the his- 
torian intended Paul's place at the end 
of the list. to be emphatic, just as 
was Barnabas’ at the beginning of the 
roll. These five leaders were evidently 
Grecian Jews. 


“We know nothing of Symeon, and 
Lucius, and Manaen, and yet it is 
‘good to have their names, for they 
remind us of the host of faithful wit- 
nesses of the truth who stood back 
of the Christian movement, and en- 
couraged its leaders to carry on. 
George Eliot, in one of-her fine talks, 
speaks of the faithful who are not 
tumous.’ What should we do without 
them? All great causes demand great 
leaders. Without Paul and Peter and 
Barnabas ‘the early Church would 
have been as an undisciplined army 
without officers, or as a rope of sand; 
but Niger and Lucius and Manaen 
were needed as surely as. Barnabas 
and Paul.’’—The New Outlook. 


While the Church at Antioch under 
the leadership of these five men, was 
carrying on its services of worship, 
prayer and fasting, an advance move- 
ment was initiated under the direc- 
tion of God. It is probable that the 
prayer of the Church was “waiting 
upon God for special guidance on a 
matter. already occupying _ their 
thought; this matter was surely the 
question of a forward movement into 
the Roman Empire.” £ 

“The method of God:is not different 
today from that which prevailed: in 
the past. In our t:me a church con- 
vention, after due consideration of 
qualifications and opportunities, de- 
cides to send missionaries to .some 
promising field, and on the minutes 
of the session it is recorded as an 
action of the body that has exercised 
its consecrated wisdom in the trans- 
action. If the writers of the apostolic 


age had been chronicling the event, 
they,’ would have mentiqned that the 
Spirit said to the Church:. Separate 
me thesewmen-for-the-workte which 
I have. called them. Both records 
would be true, but the second would 
be in greater harmony with all the 
facts. We.have not yet learned. to 
write the story of the Church, or the 
proceedings of Christian bodies in 
such vivid and vital terms.” — The 
Christian Century.
